If  you 
wish  a  competent  gardener  to  wait  on  you  and 
explain  things,  you  will  find  two  or  three  on  our 
grounds  only  too  willing  to  give  you  the  desired 
information. 

PLANTING  SEASONS 

1.  According  to  Dr.  L.  H.  Bailey,  the  foremost 
horticultural  authority  in  this  country,  plants  may 
be  moved  at  any  season  of  the  year  provided  that 
the  proper  precautions  are  taken.  This  statement 
is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  for  the  amateur  there 
ARE  certain  seasons  during  which  time  plants  can 
be  transplanted  easier  and  cheaper  than  at  other 
times.  Generally  speaking,  this  is  spring  and  fall, 
but  again  there  are  exceptions  to  this  rule. 

2.  Evergreens  may  be  transplanted  safely  at  any 
season  in  which  they  are  not  in  active  growth,  and 
usually  when  the  ground  is  not  frozen.  The  Red 
Cedar,  (Juniperus  virginiana),  and  its  varieties 
should  be  moved  only  in  the  spring,  though  with 
proper  care,  nursery  grown  trees  of  this  genus 
may  be  moved  in  the  fall.  The  Genus  Larix 
(Larch)  should  be  moved  only  in  the  spring. 

3.  Deciduous  shrubs  and  trees,  (that  is  those 
which  lose  their  leaves  each  fall),  may  be  moved 
safely  and  cheaply  at  any  time  when  they  are 
dormant  and  when  the  ground  is  not  frozen. 
Birches  (Betula),  Dogwoods  (Cornus),  Poplars 
(Populus),  Butterflybush  (Buddleia),  Rose  ?  of 
Sharon  (Althea),  Tulip  Tree  (Liriodendron) ,  Oaks 
(Quercus),  and  Deutzias  should  be  handled  pre¬ 
ferably  in  the  spring. 

4.  In  regard  to  perennials,  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
all  fall  blooming  sorts  should  be  planted  in  early 
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spring,  or  at  least  before  they  have  made  much 
top  growth.  Here  at  Valley  Gardens,  however, 
our  perennials  are  grown  on  soil  of  a  clayey 
texture  and  we  have  dug  and  moved  successfully 
many  of  them  in  full  bloom,  because  we  dig  up 
a  good  solid  piece  of  earth  with  each  plant  so  that 
the  roots  are  not  disturbed. 

With  careful  handling  we  have  frequently 
moved  safely  many  of  our  flowering  shrubs  in  full 
bloom.  Many  people  prefer  to  buy  these  plants 
only  when  they  can  see  them  in  flower.  At  such 
times  we  dig  these  plants  with  a  solid  ball  of  dirt 
surrounding  the  roots  thereby  insuring  success 
with  the  operation.  For  this  extra  work  we  make 
an  additional  charge  of  3  to  5  cents  per  plant.

Planting  them  in  groups, 
almost  touching,  is  recommended  for  effect  as  well 
as  for  the  benefit  of  the  plants,  because  being  sur¬ 
face  rooters,  they  need  shade  to  keep  the  ground 
cool  during  summer.  For  the  same  reason  we 
recommend  the  use  of  Peat  Moss  for  mulching. 
Apply  this  from  4  to  6  inches  deep.  You  will  see  a 
remarkable  difference.

EVERGREENS 

Besides  giving  the  Evergreens  sufficient  nourish¬ 
ment  in  the  form  of  sheep  or  stable  manure,  to 
retain  their  vigorous  appearance  and  rich  color, 
it  is  all-important  to  have  them  pruned  regularly. 
Too  many  evergreens  have  been  spoiled  for  the  lack 
of  pruning  and,  instead  of  beautifying  the  grounds, 
have  become  thin  and  overgrown  thereby  detracting 
from  the  beauty  of  lawn  and  building.  We  recom¬ 
mend  pruning  the  evergreens  once  a  year,  pre¬ 
ferably  during  the  summer.  We  hold  ourselves 
ready  to  do  this  for  you.
